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SUMMARY: LAO COMMITTEE OF SOLIDARITY WITH AFRO-ASIAN 
PEOPLES (LCSAP) ON JULY 27 ORGANIZED ME, FETING MARKING 
DAY OF SUPPORT FOR KOREAN PEOPLE'S FIGHT FOR REUNIFICA- 
TION OF COUNTRY. DPRK AMBASSADOR AND LAO SECRETARY 
GENERAL OF LCSAP OUTAMA CHOUNLAMANY, WHO IS ALSO LPDR 
SECRETARY OF STATE FOR EDUCATION, SPORTS AND RELIGION, 
GAVE SPEECHES STRONGLY ATTACKING US AND ROK. MEETING 
CONCLUDED WITH ADOPTION SIX POINT RESOLUTION ALONG 
SAME LINES. FOLLOWING ARE TRANSLATIONS OF EXCERPTS 
FROM OUTAMA SPEECH AND LCSAP RESOLUTION AS REPORTED BY 
LAO MINISTRY OF INFORMATION DAILY BULLETIN IN FRENCH 
JULY 28: END SUMMARY 

1 . "SINCE 1950, THE AMERICAN IMPERIALISTS HAVE NOT 
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STOPPED SENDING TROOPS TO COMMIT AGGRESSION AGAINST 
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KOREA WITH THE OBJECTIVE OF MAKING IT A NEO-COLONY AND 
MILITARY BASE FOR THEIR WAR OF AGGRESSION. BUT UNDER 
THE DIRECTION OF THE KOREAN LABOR PARTY, HEADED BY 
PRESIDENT KIM II SUNG, THE KOREAN PEOPLE, AFTER A 
FIERCE BUT VICTORIOUS BATTLE, HAVE EXPELLED THE 
AMERICAN IMPERIALISTS FROM THE NORTHERN PART OF THE 
COUNTRY..." 

2. "THE AMERICAN IMPERIALISTS ARE NATURALLY STUBBORN 
AND BELLICOSE. EVEN AFTER HAVING SUFFERED A BITTER 
DEFEAT, THEY HAVE NOT HESITATED TO USE THE UN FLAG TO 
CLING TO THE SOUTHERNPART OF KOREA, TO SET UP THERE A 
PUPPET ADMINISTRATION AND ARMY AND USE IT AS A MILITARY 
AND STRATEGIC BASE FOR THE WAR OF AGGRESSION AGAINST 
THE DPRK AND OTHER SOCIALIST COUNTRIES. THESE UNJUST 
AND CRAZY ACTIONS PROVE THE BAD FAITH OF THE AMERICAN 
IMPERIALISTS WHO PERSIST CONTINUALLY IN EVERY WAY IN 
INCREASING THEIR MILITARY FORCES IN THE SOUTHERN PART 
OF KOREA. EVEN RECENTLY, TOGETHER WITH THE PUPPET 
ADMINISTRATION OF THE TRAITOR PAK CHONG-HEE, THE 
IMPERIALIST AMERICANS HAVE INCREASED THEIR MILITARY 
FORCES AND INTRODUCED NUCLEAR ARMS AND PLANES OF 
DIFFERENT TYPES WITH THE OBJECTIVE OF MAKING THE SOUTH 
A MILITARY AND STRATEGIC BASE FOR THEIR WAR OF 
AGGRESSION AGAINST THE DPRK AND OTHER SOCIALIST COUN- 
TRIES. THESE AGGRESSIVE, CRIMINAL, AND DEADLY ACTIONS 
OF THE AMERICAN IMPERIALISTS AND THE TREASON OF THE PAK 
CHONG-HEE CLIQUE HAVE AROUSED AN IMPLACABLE HATRED ON 
THE PART OF THE WHOLE KOREAN PEOPLE AND PARTICULARLY THE 
SOUTH KOREANS WHO ARE UNITED TO INTENSIFY THE STRUGGLE 
TO EXPEL THE AMERICAN IMPERALISTS FROM THEIR COUNTRY. 
THESE ACTS OF AGGRESSION AND ARMED PROVOCATION CARRIED 
OUT BY THE AMERICAN IMPERIALISTS AGAINST KOREA HAVE 
DISTURBED THE HEARTS OF PEOPLE IN EVERY COUNTRY WHO 
WANT PEACE, INCLUDING THE LAO PEOPLE." 

3. "THE LAO PEOPLE, UNDER THE DIRECTION OF THE LAO 
PEOPLE S REVOLUTIONARY PARTY AND GOVERNMENT OF THE 
LAO PEOPLE S DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC HAVE NOT STOPPED 
SUPPORTING IN EVERY WAY THE JUST STRUGGLE OF THE KOREAN 
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PEOPLE. THEY SINCERELY REJOICE OVER THE VICTORY OF THE 
KOREAN PEOPLE IN ITS STRUGGLE AGAINS THE INTERFERENCE 
AND AGGRESSION OF THE AMERICAN IMPERIALISTS AND THEIR 
LACKEY..." 

4. "THE LAO PEOPLE CONSIDER THE AMERICAN IMPERIALISTS 
AND THEIR LACKEYS, ENEMIES OF THE KOREAN PEOPLE, AS 
THEIR OWN ENEMIES... THAT IS WHY, UNITED UNDER THE 
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CLEARSIGHTED DIRECTION OF THE LPRP, THEY HAVE 
RELENTLESSLY FOR MORE THAN TWENTY YEARS FOUGHT THESE 
COMMON ENEMIES. THIS LONG STRUGGLE, MARKED BY 
SUCCESSIVE VICTORIES, WAS FINALLY SETTLED ON DECEMBER 
2, 1975, BY THE EXPULSION OF THE AMERICAN IMPERIALISTS 
AND THEIR REACTIONARY LACKEYS FROM OUR COUNTRY ..." 

5. "IN THE PAST, TODAY, AND TOMORROW, THE LAO PEOPLE 
UNDER THE DIRECTION OF THE LPRP AND GOVERNMENT OF THE 
LPDR IS DETERMINED TO SUPPORT WITH ALL ITS STRENGTH THE 
JUST FIGHT OF THE KOREAN PEOPLE AND TO REENFORCE MORE 
EACH DAY THE MILITANT SOLIDARITY BETWEEN THE LAO AND 
KOREAN PEOPLES, TO MAKE OF IT A POWERFUL FORCE CAPABLE 
OF FIGHTING VICTORIOUSLY AGAINST THE INTERFERENCE AND 
AGGRESSION OF THE AMERICAN IMPERIALISTS.” 

6. "ALL THE LAO PEOPLE OPPOSE FIRMLY THE SENDING OF 
TROOPS, THE INTERFERENCE, AND THE AGGRESSION OF THE 
AMERICAN IMPERIALISTS IN THE SOUTHER PART OF KOREA, 

FOR THESE ACTIONS ARE A MENACE TO PEACE AND STABILITY 
IN ASIA AND THE WORLD. THE LAO PEOPLE FIRMLY DEMAND 
THAT THE AMERICAN IMPERIALISTS WITHDRAW ALL THEIR 
TROOPS FROM THE SOUTHERN PART OF KOREA AND DISSOLVE ALL 
THEIR MILITARY BASES TO CREATE CONDITIONS FAVORABLE FOR 
THE INDEPENDENT AND PEACEFUL REUNIFICATION OF KOREA..." 

7. "AT THE SAME TIME WE DEMAND THAT THE IMPERIALISTS 
AND THEIR LACKEYS WITHDRAW THEIR TROOPS AND MILITARY 
PERSONNEL FROM ALL THE COUNTRIES OF SOUTHEAST ASIA... 

WE DEMAND THAT THE AMERICAN IMPERIALISTS ACCEPT THE 
PROPOSAL OF THE GOVERNMENT OF THE DPRK TO REPLACE THE 
ARMISTICE WITH A PEACE TREATY ON THE CONDITION THAT THE 
TROOPS OF THE AGGRESSIVE US IMPERIALISTS EVACUATE SOUTH 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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KOREA..." 

8. EXCERPTS OF THE LCSAP RESOLUTION FOLLOW: 

9. " WE OPPOSE FIRMLY THE AMERICAN IMPERIALISTS WHO, 
TOGETHER WITH PAK CHONG HEE, THE TRAITOR, HAVE INTRO- 
DUCED ARMS AND WAR MATERIAL INTO SOUTH KOREA TO PROVOKE 
A NEW WAR OF AGGRESSION AGAINST THE LPDR (SIC).” 

10. "IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED BY THE 
UN AT ITS 30TH SESSION, WE FIRMLY DEMAND THAT THE 
AMERICAN IMPERIALISTS AND THEIR LACKEYS WITHDRAW 
IMMEDIATELY THEIR TROOPS AND ARMS AND DISSOLVE THEIR 
MILITARY BASES AND THE TROOPS OF THE UNITED NATIONS 
COMMAND IN SOUTH KOREA, IN ORDER TO CREATE FAVORABLE 
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CONDITIONS FOR THE RAPID REUNIFICATION OF THE TWO PARTS 
OF THE COUNTRY." 

11. "WE DEMAND THAT THE AMERICAN IMPERIALISTS ACCEPT 
THE PROPOSAL OF THE GOVERNMENT OF THE DPRK TO REPLACE 
THE ARMISTIC WITH A PEACE TREATY, ON THE CONDITION 
THAT THE TROOPS OF THE AMERICAN IMPERIALIST AGGRESSORS 
EVACUATE THE SOUTHER PART OF KOREA." 

12. "WE SUPPORT ACTIVELY THE JUST STRUGGLE OF THE 
KOREAN PEOPLE FOR REUNIFICATION..." 

13. "WE EXPRESS OUR DEEP GRATITUDE TO THE KOREAN 

LABOR PARTY AND GOVERNMENT OF THE DPRK FOR THE CONCERN 
AND ACTIVE AND UNCONDITIONAL AID WHICH HAS NOT 
CEASED TO GIVE THE LAO PEOPLE..." 

14. "WE WILL STRIVE WITH ALL OUR STRENGTH MORE 

EACH DAY TO TIGHTEN THE MILITANT SOLIDARITY BETWEEN THE 
LAO AND KOREAN PEOPLES, IN ORDER TO CONTRIBUTE TO THE 
FINAL VICTORY FOR THE REENFORCEMENT OF PEACE AND THE 
STRUGGLE AGAINST THE INTERFERENCE, AGGRESSION, AND 
ARMED PROVOCATIONS OF THE AMERICAN IMPERIALISTS."
